Prof. Prince states that the fisher- 
men are limited in their operations 
by the amount of net permitted, the 
number of licenses granted, and the 


umount of fish allowed to be taken 
each season Two interests are in- 
volved-—-on the one hand the fishermen

Crown Prosecutor's Address, 

i. B. Cogswell, K.C., crown prose- 
eutor, followed Mr. \Vackay with a 
review of the evidence as given. He 
tnought that the evidence In the case 
was strong enough to conviet. He saw 
1% reason Why the story of the accused 
who was practically his own chief wit- 
ress, should be taken, and believed 
1ither than that of the numerous wit- 
nesses who had ‘testified that they 
tad seen Powliuk hitting the déceased 
man while he was lying down, appar- 
ently sleeping. He reviewed the evi- 
dence carefully, logically and thor- 
cuginy. 

Justice Hyndman in his charge to 
the jury, after instructing them as to 
the law and the different verdicts that 
they could bring in. also reviewed the 
case carefully from his own notes. He 
brought out aljJ of the points of the 
prosecution and all of the points whicit 
the defense had proven, mentioning 
one, at least, which Hon. Mr. Mackay 
had omitted in his address to the jury. 
The jury retired at 4:50 and returned 
with the verdict at 5:40. 

Morning Session. 

Efforts to prove that Elia Powliuk, 
accused of tue murder of Sidor Dra- 
paka, in Vegreville, June 9, 1916, had 
acted solely in self-defense, after hav- 
ing submitted to previous beatings at 
the hands of the deceased, and that 
the deceased had threatened him the 
night before the fatal fight; had beaten 
him with his fists the night previous 
to such an extent the blood was spat- 
tered upon the wall, and that when in 
the early morning he had come bac 
into the house to get his hat, he was 
hit over the head with a club in the 
hands ». the deceased, occupied the 
attention of the defense conducted by 
Hon. A. G. MacKay at the morning's 
session of the cfimual court. 

There were only three witnesses 
called by the defence in the morning 
Harry Keryluk, a neignndor of the ac- 
cused, Mrs. Powlluk, wife of the accus 
ed, and the accused himself, The court 
was adjourned for lunch when Yow- 
liuk was submitting to a rigid cross- 
examination at the hands of Crown 
Prosecutor Cogswell. 

Basis of Defense, 

It was not until Powlink himself 
was cailed upon and had begun his 
evidence that it was absolutely clear 
upon what angle the defense would 
be based, Counsel for the defense in 
cross-examination of the Crown's wit- 
nesses had endeayored to establish 
that the accused was a man of good 
character, never quarreJsome and that 
he had submitted to considerable abuse 
at wae hands of the deceased, Harry 
Keryluk, the second. -Wifnets of the 
four called by the defense since the 
Crown resied its case Wednesday afte-- 
Loon, testified as to Powiiuk's reputa- 
tion in the community; of his success 
during the past sixteen years in farm- 
ing; how he had started with a home- 
stead and had since purchased several 
others. He also told of Powliuk beiag 
ettacked by Sidor Drapaka with a knife 
and seriously hurt at Wasyl, Vrenka’s 
wedding several years ago. 

Saw One Fight. 

The night before the fatal fight took 
place, Keryluk had taken Powliuk’'s 
part when he had been attacked oy 
Drapaka. He had been awakened by 
the row in the morning but did not see 
the fight between the accused and the 
deceased, but did see the fight between 
the accused and the wrother of the de- 
seased, Parefti Drapaka, 

Mrs. Powliuk was called upon io 
give evidence, She stated she and the 
accused had been married for 24 
years, They had six children and had 
lived north of Vegreville upon the 
homestead, and purchased land, for 16 
years, 

She told of the trouble at the Vrenk« 
wedding when her husband was at- 
tacked by the deceased, badly cut with 
a knife, and stabbed in the hand, 

Asked for an opinion as to her hus- 
band's character she said, through the 
interpreter: “He never interfers with 
tis neighbors or with me.” 

Powliuk was they called to the 
stand in his own defense, and he prov- 
ed to be the star witness, His version 
ot the affair coincided rather exactly 
with the testimony of the other wil- 
resses with one or two notable excep- 
tion. 


Hit Without Warning. 

He had come into the house in the 
varly morning to get his hat which hu 
been left in there night before when 
he had been attackea vy Drapak.. 
Every one sleeping’ with the exception 
of Sidor Drapaka, Without warning 
Drapaka had hit him over the head 
with a club, He backed up toward the 
door where he found the elub which 
he used in self-defense. They sparred 
each with a club in one hand, He mey 
have hit the accused one or twice. 
Suddenly the deceased dropped to the 
bench and stretches our, The accused 
was surprised and frightened. He dil 
not hit the deceased while he © was 
down. As. he was standing there John 
Mandrick and Iwasiuk tok the club 
away from him.

To advocate a 
British tariff against foreign 
manufactured goods is also to in- 
vite a British tariff against foreign 

including Canadian—farm pro- 
ducts. No one supposes that the 
Canadian manufacturer is prepar- 
ed to exchange free entry for Bri- 
tish manufactured goods into Can- 
ada for free entry of Canadian 
farm products into a tariff-encire- 
led Great Britain. No chance! 
Our protectionist friends want to 
see Britain adopt a tariff, not for 
Britain’s benefit, but for their 
own. Nothing could so consoli- 
date the grip of the protected in- 
terests upon the people of Canada 
as the spectacle of Britain turning 
from a helf century's 
of free trade to ‘‘save itself’’ by a 
protective tarilf, And to secure 
the reflex influence of that spee-
